My respect for the authority of Linnaeus, Brisson, Buffoiv, 
Pennant and others, who have classed this bird among 
the cloven-footed Water-Birds, obliges me to place it here, 
in the order ascribed to it by Pennant, in his systematic 
index; though conscious, from repeated observations, 
made on birds of this kind, dining my stay in Cayenne, 
that they belong to the Land-Birds : for 1 have opened 
several of them, and have always found in their croj>s 
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and stomachs seeds, buds, berries and insects, and never 
any fish, crabs, nor shrimps, which would have been the 
case, if they were Water-Birds. It is, however, true 
that they keep constantly in the overflowed savannas, and 
round the ponds and lakes, which abound in that country ; 
but the reason thereof is, their feeding on the seeds and 
berries of the shrubs which giow therein.
